yeals 1679, 1682, 1720, 1723, 1747, I 750, 1774+ 1777 and.in the year 
1307 : For in thoſe years there will happen (from the Equinex) two 
Full Moons before our Eafter can be kepr. 


Nay, there falls out very often no leſſethan 35 dayes (or five Weeks) 
Errour in the time of our Eaſter, having already fallen our fo no leſlie 
than eleven times fince the year 1600, v:2,. in the years 1603, 1606, 
1614, 1617, 1622, 1633, 1636, 1641, 1644, 1660, and (as 1 laid before) 
in the year 1663 : and ſo will again (witkourt amendment of the C«- 
lendaxy) in the years 1671, 1674, 1690, 1693, 1698, 1701 ; andjuſt twen- 
ty times more before rhe year 1800. 


But in the years 2437, 2461, 2491, &c. there will be 42 days Erronr, 
and ſome time afterward no lefle than 49 days: And after the year 
2698, (ifihe old (4e:dar ſhould be fill retained) it will never again 
happen according to the Rae of the Church, which fixes it on the 90gn- 
day following the tuſt Full Moon next af.er the Verna!

One cauſe of which Errours is, the Preceſiion of the eZ quimobt ing Ver- 
26m, Which, from the firlt Nrcene Counc:l to this time, hath antic'pared 
no fewer than e'even days, falling now the 10. of March ; whereas at the 
time of that Gwncil it was on the 21. of the ſame Moneth. And the 
reaſon of this Antietpation is, for that the Feltan Year exceeds the true 
Solar Tear by 10 Minutes 48 Seconds, or thereabout ; which cauſes the 
Equinoxes and Soft ces yea:ly to change their places, aud fly backward 
ſo many Minutes and Seconds. 


The Linations alſo, by reaſon of tke too great Quantity allowed
